TREACHEROUS MASSACRE OF 
“MANILA DESERTERS, 


“a TRRIBLE TRAGEDY IN DHITSIL 
NOKTH BORNEO, 


(From a Correspondent.) 

The following details, whioh, I believe, 
have not been previously published, may 
be of interest to your readers. 

On the 3rd of September lest, the Epaniah 
gunboat Marques det Duero visited Sandakan
